MESSAGE 


President Wilson begms his mes- 


sage to congress, delivered this .after- 
noon wrth a tentative apology for the 
Wunders committed by the Demo- 
cratic party in and out of congress. 
He asserts that what was done in the 
way of national legislation was done 
with the best that was in us."
